‘AN ACRE OF ART .. . a picture as 
large as a football field! That's the su- 
per-size mosaic picture which covers the 
outer walls of the new Mexican Univer- 
sity City library. Done by Juan O’Gor- 
man, the work marks a turning point in 
south-of-the-border art and architec- 
ture. There competitive mural painting 
is followed. with as much enthusiasm 
as the World Series rates in America, 
and O’Gorman is definitely ‘‘big 
league.” His phenomenal project, de- 
picting the history of Mexican ideas, is 
a tribute to the imagination and cultur-: 
al heritage of ‘“‘modern’’ Mexico. 


THE RECENT OPENING of the Fer- 
nand Léger show at Chicago's Art In- 
stitute offers a good opportunity for a 
re-evaluation of the work of this so 
called ‘“‘Rousseau of Cubism.” Léger’s 
inescapable preoccupation with urban- 
ism may seem strident to suburban ideal- 
ists but his emphatic form and colora- 
tion show him as a master of his age. 
The 59 paintings in the Chicago exhib- 
it should win deeper attention for this 
important contemporary artist. 


SPEAKING OF CHICAGO, it’s in- 
teresting to note the number of unex- 
pected places there where art fans may 
view current work. The Palmer House, 
the lobby to the Well of the Sea at the 
Sherman hotel and such art film thea- 


ters as the Cinema and the Esquire all 
provide changing exhibits for their pa- 
trons’ benefit. Here is a direct example 
of ‘more for your money,” which 
should be encouraged by the college 
class;” ;

ART AND SOCIOLOGY have a defi- 
nite tie-up in Boston. The works of 
125 amateur Boys’ Club painters, ages 
6 to 14, have been put on exhibition at 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. Ac- 
cording to its originator, artist Alfred 
Duca, the art program is designed to 
give the children living in Boston slums 
a chance to express any resentment 
through painting rather than through 
violence. At a time when Boston has 
suffered one loss—the Braves—it seems 
to have come up with a worthwhile 
project in the art line-up.

FOR THE PAST half century, the 
architectural masterpieces of Frank 


Lloyd Wright have been thought to be 
free from all influence of the past. A 
recent study by Dimitri Tselos, how- 
ever, in the April issue of Magazine of 
Act indicates the important part Orien- 
tal and South American Indian art 
pieces played in Wright’s designs. Dat- 
ing from the International Exposition 
in Chicago, 1892, the strong influence 
of Japanese prints and Mayan and In- 
can ornamentation can be traced in 
Wright's imaginative adaptations. Tse- 
los’ study reveals that the best known 
modern American architect is no longer 
of ‘‘an island, but a part of the conti- 
nent—a lofty pinnacle.”
